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THE SITUATION IN CRETE. 


Daring the past three months affairs have 
gone from bad to worse in Crete. The situation, 
which was serious enough in the spring, has 
become infinitely more scute and more menac- 
ing, the prospect of a pacification has become 
more remote, the attempt, made by the foreign 
Consuls to arrive at an understanding with 
the insurgents has resulted in failure, aud to 
all appearagee the four protecting ~Powérs are 
now confronted with the painfol negessity of 
crushing the insorrectionary . movement by. 
force. The only alternative—that of yielding 
to the demands of the insurgents and practic: 
ally transferring the government of the island 
to Greeco—is apparently not to be thought of, 
and the somewhat scandslood conflict between
